Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Loebner 3,503,525 in view of Hanson D 261,571. 

Loebner discloses a plate (20) having a top and multiple side 

edges, multiple first receiver members similar to collars (where 

20a and 20b are received), vertical socket (18), the plate 

having a fan-shape with arced upper edge at the top edge (edge 

near 20A and 20B received; see attached figure) , second collar 

(near 20C) , inner opening with edges. Hansen (see attached 

figure) discloses a plate having multiple first collars 

communicating with multiple slots and including multiple flanges 

on an inner opening, top edge and multiple side edges of the 

plate. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
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in the art to have modified Loebner to have included the 
multiple collars communicating with multiple slots; multiple 
flanges on the inner opening, top edge and multiple side edges 
of the plate as taught by Hanson for the purpose of providing a 
more secure attachment of the members. The flanges would provide 
strengthening and reinforcement to the plate. The collars would 
provide the plate with a means of stability for the tubes 
therefore helping to prevent detachment. The multiple slots 
would provide easy access to the collars when inserting a 
railing, post, or pole. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

The prior art discloses conventional shelf supports and 
conventional racks for clothing.
